Time is a true test of all things 
ereat and good, and as the Hollywood 
Sing carries on for the 34th consecu- 
tive season, its virtues are well 
proved. The Sing was born in May of 
1917 when Mrs. Cecil Frankel called 
together a few friends for an evening 
of music to dispel some of the gloom 
of trying war times. Mrs. Frankel was 
elected president and the Sing began 
to grow. Through the years of growth 
the Sing has continued to remain a 
friendly organization working “For 
the Enrichment of Community Life” 
and contributing much to Hollywood. 

Serving as president of the Sing this 
year is Mrs. Max W. (Kay) Robinson, 
lyric soprano. Officers and Board of 
Directors members are prominent 
civic leaders and people well known 
for their work in all things cultural. 

Fortunate indeed, is the Sing to 
have had from its inception the most 
outstanding director of group singing 
in the country — Hugo Kirchhofer. 
For 34 years this beloved leader has 
directed with the same spirit and en- 
thusiasm and has endeared himself 
to the thousands who have sung un- 
der his inspiring leadership. Happy 
and heavy hearts alike join in song 


and are quickly atuned to the genial 
and jovial master of music. The out- 
standing pianist and organist, Inez 
Jacobson, serves as splendid accom- 
panist for the Sing and has.given un- 
stintingly of her time and _ talent 
throughout the years. 

The Sing meets each Tuesday night 
from September until June, at 7:45 
in Fiesta Hall at Plummer Park, 7377 
Santa Monica Blvd. After the singing 
of America, an hour is devoted to 
songs of all types. Next the newcom- 
ers and first-nighters are welcomed. 
They are asked to stand and make 
known from where they come and 
many of them are from distant states 
and countries. Birthdays and wedding 
anniversaries are honored by the pre- 
sentation of flowers. The Sing is open 
to the public free of charge although 
memberships are available for $1 to 
those who care to join. A free will of- 
fering is taken to help defray ex- 
penses. At the conclusion of these ac- 
tivities, the president introduces the 
artists of the evening and a half hour 
program is presented. A wide variety 
of .entertainment is enjoyed during 
the season— music, drama, dance,

Friendly neighbors of Hollywood 
started the Hollywood Bowl Easter 
Sunrise service in 1921 and the same 
cooperative spirit has continued for 
31 years. The community service ele- 
ment of the Easter program has per- 
vaded all the meetings preparatory to 
the productions. 

Since the initial Easter service in 
the Bowl the fame of this sacred 
event has spread over the world. 
Thanks to the miracle of radio the 
annual Easter service is heard by un- 
told millions throughout the United 
States and in far distant lands. 

This year the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System (CBS) is carrying the pro-

gram over all its far flung facilities 
and it likewise is being televised. This 
year the television is being sponsored 
by the Union Pacific Railroad and 
televised by KLAC-TV (Channel 13). 

Actual background of the Easter 
services in Hollywood extends to 1919 
when the Community Sing of Holly- 
wood promoted the idea of an Easter 
Sunrise Service. Under the dynamic 
leadership of Mrs. Artie Mason Car- 
ter, president of the Sing, a program 
was planned for a hilltop in Whitley 
Heights. Its success was so_ pro- 
nounced that a more accessible place 
was selected for 1920. That year the

Hollywood Bow! Concerts 


For the 30th consecutive year a 
season of celebrated Symphonies un- 
der the Stars will be presented in 
Hollywood Bowl during the months 
of July and August. 

Dr. Karl Wecker, for the past seven 
years general manager of the Holly- 
wood Bowl Association, said complete 
details for the 1951 summer concert 
season will be announced within a 
few weeks. The pattern is expected 
to cover a wide range of summer en- 
tertainment, including opera, ballet, 
popular soloists and programs. and 
symphony concerts. 

Founded in 1922 the Bowl concerts 
have been given without interruption 
and have become world renowned. 
The world’s largest amphitheatre is 
owned by the County of Los Angeles 
subject to a 99-year lease to the civic, 
non-profit Hollywood Bowl Associa- 
tion.

In the 29 years in which the sum- 
mer concerts have been given, an 
average attendance of 250,000 each 
season has been recorded or a total 


of 7,500,000 since 1922. 

Increased parking facilities will be 
made available to patrons this sum- 
mer, Dr. Wecker pointed out. 
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The Pilgrimage Play 


Unique in presentation and setting 
is the Pilgrimage Play, life of Jesus 
Christ which will be given its 24th 
season starting early in July. 

The’ play is produced by the Hol- 
lywood Bowl Theatre Association, an 
affiliate of the Hollywood Bowl As- 
sociation. It is a beautifully conceived 
production which offers an unusual 
experience in the theatre. 
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The Pilgrimage Play Bowl (shown 
in picture above), a few hundred 
yards from the Hollywood Bowl, is 
the home of the Pilgrimage Play, a 
reverent and dramatic transcription 
of the life of Jesus. which has been 
seen by more than one million per- 
sons in the past 23 seasons. Nelson 
Leigh plays the role of Jesus.

service was held at Olive Hill (Barns- 
dell Park) at the junction of Holly- 
wood, Sunset and Vermont. 

The dramatic and energetic leader, 
Mrs. Carter, approached William An- 
drews Clark, Jr., founder of the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra to 
have that symphonic group appear as 
a feature of the Easter service. It was 
the first season of the orchestra. The 
orchestra under its conductor, the late 
Walter Henry Rothwell, played sev- 
eral numbers and right at that time 
an idea developed in the thought of 
Mrs, Carter. The crowd at Olive Hill 
was sO enormous, it was obvious a 
larger place must be used the next 
spring. So, Mrs. Carter suggested that 
lovely, rustic amphitheatre known to 
the world as Hollywood Bowl. 

Thus in 1921 the first Hollywood 
Bowl Easter Service was held and 
from that presentation (the Los An- 
geles Philharmonic again was on 
hand) came the plan for Symphonies 
under the Stars. The summer con- 
certs began in 1922 after the second 
Bowl Easter Service. 

Among the pioneers still active in 
the Easter programs is Hugo Kirch- 
hofer, director of the “Living Cross” 
chorus of teen age boys and girls. Mr. 
Kirchhofer has been the leader of 
the Community Sing continuously 
since its formation and has faithfully 
performed his duties as director of 
the children’s chorus. He has the 
honor to be the man who gave the 
name Hollywood Bowl to that famous 
center of music. 

Planning for the Easter service be- 
gins shortly after the New Year when 
the first meeting of committees is 
held. At once the general formation 
of the program is discussed and com- 
mittee assignments made. 

Production of the Easter program 
is on a strictly volunteer basis. As 
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many as 1500 men, women and chil- 
dren have a part in the success of the 
venture. Youth of the community al- 
ways have taken an active part in the 
production. From Hollywood High 
School hundreds of young people are 
recruited to serve as ushers. Two hun- 
dred ten agers join the “living cross” 
chorus, Camp Fire Girls, Boy Scouts 
and other groups all have a part to 
play. 

A few years ago in order to pre- 
serve the service on a strictly commu- 
nity basis, the community corpora- 
tion “Hollywood Bowl Easter Ser- 
vice” was incorporated. Mrs. Burdette 
Hastings Chapman has served contin- 
uously as president of the non-profit, 
civic corporation. Otto K. Olesen, 
vice-president of the corporation, is 
General Chairman of the service and 
is responsible for the coordination of 
the many committees and their far 
flung activities. Mrs. Lawrence Downs, 
past president of the Woman’s Club 
of Hollywood, is program chairman 
and Mrs. Leiland Atherton Irish, long 
prominent in civic, club and music 
organizations, is co-chairman. 

As many as 75,000 calla lilies have 
been collected for display at Holly- 
wood Bowl Easter Sunrise Services. 


Garden clubs, service organizations 
and scores of individuals join in the 
work of collecting lilies from all sec- 
tions of Southern California, Maude 
Louise Hamlin has for many years 
been chairman of the lily committee. 


This year her vice chairman is Mrs. 
Bess Van Doren. Several hundred 
members of the Lily Committee call 
on the donors of lilies. Automobiles 
laden with the blossoms make their 
way to the Bowl in time for the com- 
mittee to begin arranging the lilies 
into the pattern planned for the dec- 
orations.

lecture — and personalities of stage, 
screen and radio have appeared on 
numerous occasions and have given 
generously of their talents. Commu- 
nity Sing members have enjoyed such 
people as Dennis Morgan, George 
Burns, Gracie Allen, Ruth St. Denis 
and many others. 

Those who created the Hollywood 
Sing continued to dream and create 
and other famous Hollywood institu- 
tions came into being through their 
efforts. Artie Mason Carter, President 
Emeritus of the Sing, visioned and is 
known as “Mother of the Hollywood 
Bowl.” Hugo Kirchhofer named it. 
It was he who assembled lumber for 
stage and seats and with the help of a 
few friends carried it up Pepper Tree 
Lane into what is now the Hollywood 
Bowl. A platform was built of an old 
barn door and from it he directed 
the first group ever to sing there. It 


was also he who had the idea and 
worked out the “living cross” for the 
Easter Sunrise Service — a children’s 
chorus of several hundred voices, 
seated in the form of a cross, who 
rise to sing “Christ the Lord Is Risen 
Today” and thus form a white cross. 
The Sing members sponsored the 
Easter Sunrise Services and were also 
instrumental in founding the Pilgrim- 
age Play. They were people with fore- 
sight and ambition and a desire to 
build the best for their Community.
